their charm has not worn off. 
The baby was Charles Wayland 
Bryan, when the democrats found 
suitable to name as their nominee for 
vice-president in New York City last 
week.

The family bad lived li 
town until a short time before hli 
birth, but Silas Bryan had decided for 
the farm. 
There weren't any "movies" no 
automobiles nor danc« palaces to 
take the children from the home 
then, but there were lots of fine loaf 
Ing spots In the village, and Bryan 
pere did not think It the place to 
raise a family. Accordingly, C. W 
Bryan first saw the world tn a four 
teen-room farm house built with an 
ell and surrounded by fine old shad 
trees and a very white fence. Th 
rooms were extraordinary large an< 
the little Charles thought the worli 
could be no larger. 


Inclined to Athletics. 
If Charles Wayland Bryan showed 
signs of future greatness, the famll 
didn't see It, for he was too entirel 
boy and too wholesomely natural, ac 
cording to his sister, Mra. J. W 
Balrd. If he entertained any remot 
hopes of becoming a political Ugh' 
It wasn't suspected, for he was 
lively boy, given to sports and ath 
Ictlcs. and enjoyed the outdoors an 
he apparently didn't waste any mo 
ments In mapping out a political fu 
ture. 
Always tall for his age, he was 1 
demand by the youths of the neigh 
borhood for their sports, and ther 
wasn't a country baseball team or 
Salom team that didn't have Charle 
Bryan somewhere In the line-up. His 
family doesn't recall 
whether he 
shown best as a pitcher or a catcher, 
but the members do know he was 
attached to all possible teams. 
When the form chores wcra orer 
and the boys free for a time, there 
was always a bunch of them meeting 
in a smooth lot and practicing the 
newest curves then known in Salem. 
And more than one Salem victory 
was due to Nebraska's governor and 
possible vice-president of the United 
slates.

In college, Charles Bryan made the 
team, too, and he never lost his love 
for the sport, but his activities were 
divided there between other athletics 
and debating, although he never took 
the Interest in college debates that 
W. J. Bryan did.

Early Interest In Politic*. 


When most boys yet have purely

During his middle 'teen years, he 
was a member of a quartette that 
ang at all political gatherings. 
Those were the days of torchlight 
rocessions, parades, violent partis- 
anship, much hurrahing and shouting

roung Charles Bryan. True, he sanff 
:or the 
benefit of the active poll- 
Jcians, but the rollicking campaign 
songs, the lights and the noise and 
he 
high 
emotionalism 
influenced 


ilm and to his fifteen and sixteen 
year Imagination 
politics seemed a 


thrilling path. 
Perhaps, If ho had stayed In Salem, 


he might now be the mnyor of the 
village or might have followed In his 
'ather's steps to the state senate, but 
the good fairies endowed him eveu 
more highly and events Intervened 
hat took him away from Salem and 
the Salem Inner political life. 


His College Days. 
Not much later than this, ho went 


to Whipple college in Jacksonville, 
111., where W. J. Bryan had preceded 
him. 
He stayed there for two or 
three years, living a part of the time 
at the home of a relative.

Centuries flnd aecus ago. before a| 
written language had been Invented,

the atone age man who wished to 
communicate with his brother cave- 
man carved on stone with a bit or 
flint, a picture of the thing ho wanted 
to mention.

Later yet

One sister 
took the American prize for versatil- 
ity in art since she plays the pipe 
organ and paints with equal facility. 
L-orenz says he scarcely knows what 
nationality he is, for his people came 
from Alsace-Lorraine, and Alsatians 
never know whether they are French 
or German. 
At thirteen. Lorenz says, he first 


fflt th*1 urpe tf> do carving work in 
wood- The next year saw him en tar- 
ing the Eric Pape school in poston, 
where clay modelling was taught 
him. For three years he worked dur- 
ing the day and studied after hours m 
the Normal Art Evening school in 
Boston.

Work Lost in Flames. 


Cramb. Goodhue and Rerguson. too.

The firm which 
has submitted the lowest bid on the 
carving for that building, Irving and 
Casson. also employed Mr. Lorenz for 
a time in its factory.

stalled. 
Thep rinc.ple of the carvins ma- 


chine ia simple—a hand-carved, fin- 
ished model is fastened to the cen- 
tral section of the machine, and the 
pattern followed 
with one of the 


drills, so that the others, suspended 
at equal distances, mark out the same 
pattern on other slabs of wood fast- 
ened at the various levels- 


Machine Almost Intelligent. 


But in operation it is much more 


difficult. Five levels are provided— 
the cented one takes the pattern, and 
two above it and two below are pro- 
vided for the "followers." These drills 
are so arranged that the belts on 
which they run are exactly opposite 
cno another, to equalize th** p*jJ', an«i 
while one drill turns to the right the 
other is revolving to the left. 


After .he rough pattern has been 


traced the boards are removed from 
the cutter and taken to the carpen- 
ter's bench, where they are "finished" 
by hand. Mr. Lorenz. from the layout 
of tools before him, chooses a sharp 
chisel-like Instrument, and handling 
it with either right or 
left 
hand, 


scoops out in a regular smoothing 
motion, the irregular bits of wood. 
Amulatlng the carver of the middle 
age, he leaves the tool-marks, show- 
ing the direction of the growth of the 
leaves, or the fruit, or the exqvlsU* 
curves which can be "roughed in" by 
the almost Intelligent machine. For 
In moSern carving as in that of for- 
mer ages, the Important thing ia 
strict Imitation of nature, as realistic- 
illv aa possible. 


The plaques are not finished, but 


left as they come from being tooled 
and smoothed, for after they are in 
l-lace they are varnished or waxed to 
larmonlze 
with 
the wood, around 


them, and each piece becomes an 
Integral part of the building. 


Finichlng Antique Framo. 


Antlaue frames, so finished that 


they harmonize with 
the print or 


painting they are to enclose and show 
the aged appearance so valuable in 
real home decoration, are another of 
the Interesting things manufactured 
in this garage-shop. 


Mra. Lorenz Is trained to finish the 


frames, and next ehe wants to learn 
the art of coloring them. For frame- 
making, In such a way that It really 
adds to the beauty of the home, ia a 
complicated proceeding. 
First there la the selection of the 


wood, for even the gold and amber 
or silver frames are made of gum- 
wood, the softest of the hard woods 
The grain is so fine that it will take 
a good finish, and- yet the wood Is 
soft enough to be tractable. 


•A "shellac and glue size" la first 


applied with a brush, to prepare the 
wood to take the finish. This does 
not change the color or appearance 
of the wood—simply makes the grain 
stand up and receive the next coat o 
finish. The red clay size is the second 
layer, and the burnish size follows 
Then, when the frame has taken a 
dull bronze finish, spotted on the 
higher portions with a clay color 
the gold la applied. 


Applying the Gold. 
Hand work la really the only satis 


factory way of applying1 the gold 
Wit hone jar filled with a glue-siz 
—moist and yet of a thickiah con 
slstency— and a flat dish holding 
gold-colored powder,

Coloring 
Difficult. 


Then comes the coloring. This 1 


another difficult process,

frame must be tinted to harmoniz 
with the print or painting it is t 
enclose. Sometimes two or three coat 
are required to secure the color that 
harmonizes perfectly with the pic- 
ture. Sometimes it must be toned 
down with several coats of different 
shades—but it Is always applied all 
over the part to be painted, and then 
the high lights rubbed off again. But 
the beauty of the- frames when they 
are finished!

In the beautifully-kept little house 


where the Lorenzea live, there are 
finest examples of the work. 
For 


there are the loveliest things that 
have yet been done by Mr. Lorenz 
either In the Lorenz studios or In hia 
own workshop RS carving. 


Filled With Wonders. 


The dining-room mirror will send 


any visitor into raptures, and closed 
eyes days later fttill give the picture 
of the three-section mirror, finished 
in silver against black, so realistical- 
ly metal that when you touch it you 
inspect the hard coldness of silver. 
The *amp of knowledge is used be- 
low the center section of the frame, 
and above are festoons and ribbons, 
In the ornato style. Words cannot 
describe the unattainable beauty of 
the mirror. 
But In a smaller aide room is an- 


other collection which fairly makea 
the visitor gasp with delight. Here

Today , In a small shop bu ilt arou nd 
the nu cleu s of a garage In the “hack 
Aard" at their home, 2218 Sheldon 
itreet, Mr. Lorenz and his wife, wMth

(mrv ed 
plequ es, antiqu e-looking box es and

Artlstis ability ru ns in the Lorenz 
family . Keats ^V. I.orenz’s father Is 
a photograplier in Maine, and his | 
mother in her "Lorenz stu dio" Is in- j 
stru ctor in Italian filet. f)ne sister 
took the American prize for v ersatil­ 
ity In art since she play s the pipe 
organ and paints with equ al facility . 
Lorenz say s he scarci'ly knows what 
nationality he is, for his p*ople came 
from Alsace-Jjorralne. and Alsatians 
nev er know’ whether they are French 
or (lerinan. 
At thirteen. I.-orenz s.ay s. he first 
felt the u rge to do carv ing w’ork In 
wood. The nex t y ear saw him enter; 
Ing the Eric Pape school In Jloston. 
where clav modelling was tau ght 
him. For three y ears he w’orked du r­ 
ing the day and stu died after hou rs in 
the Normal Art Ev ening school in 
Bo.ston. Hu ch scu lptors there as (leorge 
Loeser. Hu gh Cairns, and Mau ra, 
hav e shown him their arts while he 
worked in their shops. 
W o rk Los t in 
Flam es . 
Cramb, Cloodhu e and Hergu son, ton, 
employ ed the y ou thfu l I^orenz In IfllO. 
From this firm came the late Ber­ 
tram Goy dhu e, architect of the new' 
capltnl of Nebraska.

garage, nu d the carv ing machine in­ 
stalled. 
Thep rinclple of the carv ing m a­ 
chine Is simple—a hand-carv ed, fin­ 
ished model la fastened to the cen­ 
tral Rcctlon of the machine, and the 
pattern followed 
with one of the 
drills, so that the others, su spended 
at equ al distances, mark ou t the same 
pattern on other slabs of wood last- 
v ned at the v ariou s lev els. 
M ac hine Alm os t intelligent. 
Bu t In operation it is mu ch more 
difficu lt. Fiv e lev els are prov ided— 
the cented one takes the pattern, and 
two abov e It and two below are pro­ 
v ided for the "followers.” These drills 
are so arranged that the belts on 
which they ru n are ex actly opposite 
one another, to equ alize the pu ll, and 
while one drill tu rns to the right the 
other Is rev olv ing to the left. 
After -he rou gh pattern has been 
traced the boards are remov ed from 
the cu tter and taken to the carpen­ 
ter's bench, where they are "finished" 
by hand. Mr. Lorenz, from the lay ou t 
of tools before him, chooses a sharp 
chlsel-llke Instru ment, and handling 
It with either 
Hght or 
left 
hand, 
scoops ou t In a regu lar smoothing 
motion, the Irregu lar 
bits of wood. 
Amu lating the carv er of the middle 
age, he leav es the tool-marks, show­ 
ing the direction of the growth of Uie 
leav es, or the fru it, or the ex qclsjte 
cu rv es which can be "rou ghed In" by 
the almost Intelligent machine. For 
in modern carv ing as In thgt of for­ 
mer ages, the Important thing Is 
strict Imitation of natu re, as realistlc- 
dlv as possible. 
The plaqu es are not finished, bu t 
left as they come from being tooled 
and smoothed, for after they are In 
I lace they are v arnished or wax ed to 
larmonlze 
with 
the wood arou nd 
them, and each piece becomes an 
Integral part of the bu ilding. 
Finiehing A ntique Fram ee. 
Antiqu e frames, so finished that 
they 
harmonize 
with 
the print or 
painting they are to enclose and show 
the aged appearance so v alu able in 
real home decoration, are another of 
the Interesting things manu factu red 
in this garage-shop. 
Mrs. Lorenz Is trained to finish the 
frames, and nex t she wants to learn 
the art of coloring them. For frame- 
making, In su ch a way that It really 
adds to the beau ty of the home. Is a 
complicated proceeding. 
hirst there is the selection of the 
wood, for ev en the gold and amber 
or silv er frames are made of gu m- 
wood. the softest of the hard woods. 
The grain is so fine that It will take 
a good finish, and y et the wood Is 
soft enou gh to be tractable. 
A "shellac and glu e size" Is first 
applied w’lth 
a bru sh, to prepare the 
W'ood to take the finish. This does 
not change the color or appearance 
of the wood—simply makes the grain 
stand u p and receiv e the nex t coat of 
flnl.sh. The red clay size Is the second 
lay er, and the bu rnish size follows. 
Then, when the frame has taken 
a 
du ll bronze finish, spotted on the 
higher portions with a clay color, 
the gold Is applied. 
A pply ing the Gold. 
Hand work is really the only satis­ 
factory way of apply ing the gold. 
Wit hone Jar filled with a glu e-slze 
—moist and y et of a thlcklsh c(jn- 
sistency — and a flat dish holding 
gold-colored powder, 
Mrs. Lorenz 
begins the work of 
finishing 
the 
frame. 
The 
gliding 
material 
Is 
ru bbed by hand, with 
a 
smooth­ 
ing motion which leav es the finish 
ev enly ov er the su rface of the frame. 
Of cou rse it Is a long and tediou s 
process, bu t hand work in any sort 
of work Is tiresome—y et In artistic 
beau ty , It pay s. 
Fifteen minu tes. If weather condi­ 
tions are au spiciou s, apd a half-hou r, 
u nder adv erse circu mstances, su ffices 
for the dry ing of any coat onthe 
frame. 
Bu rnishing Is the step after all these 
coats hav e been applied. An "agate 
bu rnisher," 
a 
small 
hooked-ended 
Instru ment with a wooden-handle and 
a cu rv ed agate end, is u sed to tou ch 
u p and bring ou t the brilliance of the 
high lights. 
Coloring D iffic u lt. 
Then comes the coloring. This la 
another difficu lt process, 
for 
tho 
frame mu st be tinted to harmonize 
with the print or painting It is to 
enclose. Sometimes two or three coats 
are requ ired to secu re the color that 
harmonizes perfectly with the pic­ 
tu re. Sometimes It mu st be toned 
down with sev eral coats of different 
shades—bu t It Is alway s applied all 
ov er the part to he painted, and then 
the high lights ru bbed off again. Bu t 
the beau ty of tho frames when they 
are finished! 
• 
In the beau tlfu lly -kept little hou se 
where the liorenzea liv e, there are 
finest ex amples of the work. 
For 
there are the lov eliest things that 
hav e y et been done by Mr, Lorenz 
either In the Lorenz stu dios or In his 
own workshop as carv ing. 
Fills d W ith W enders . 
The dining-room mirror will send 
any v isitor Into raptu res, and closed 
ey es day s later still giv e the pictu re 
of the three-section mirror, finished 
in silv er against black, so realistical­ 
ly metal that when y ou tou ch It y ou 
inspect the hard coldness of silv er. 
The ?amp of knowledge Is u sed be­ 
low the center section of the frame, 
and abov e are festoons and ribbons. 
In the ornate sty le. Words cannot 
describe the u nattainable beau ty of 
the mirror. 
Bu t In a smaller side room Is an­ 
other collection which fairly makes 
the v isitor gasp with delight. Hers 
are frames 
painted 
with 
colored 
flowers at the top, 
or 
finished 
In 
bronze with the effect of hammering, 
done by twisting a finishing cloth 
as the lost final tou ch. There are 
photograph standards, done to Impart 
that tou ch of richness and calm so 
desired In the pictu re on the table 
where one sees It the most. And there 
too, are little wood-carv lngs, show­ 
ing figu res and faces, carv ed wdth 
the machine, bu t giv en their Indlv l-

Van Buren was nominated 
and elected with Jackson and those who had taken de- 
light in humiliating the woman whom they had been 
pleased to refer to as the barmaid were compelled to 
take their turn at being cast do-nn. 


This same rule nominated Van Buren for president 


In 1916, but It defeated him and nominated James K. 
Polk In 184*. It has blasted the ambitions of many indi- 
vidual democrats and may have at times seemed to have 
worked injustice, but it has also, without doubt, saved 
the party from many a folly.

How Radio Waves Bend Around 


The Earth

There Is nothing Improbable in th* 
idea that an electric wave should be 
retarded when It passe* from a rarer 
Into a denser medium, for we know 
that thli Is what happens when a ray 
of light is bent on passing Into glass 
or water. 
.The refraction of light by a prism 
artaea from the delaying of the waves 
by the resistance of the glass, and 
since the amount of slowing varies 
with tbe wave length, we ?et the fa- 
miliar 
dispersion of colors In the 
spectrum, the red waves belnjy the 
least diverted 
from 
the 
original 
course, and the violet waves the most. 
Captain See's explanation is based 
on his own theory of the composition 
of the ether. He supposes it to con- 
sist of almost Infinitely minute par- 
ticles, called etherons, which are 4,- 
000 times smaller than the molecules 
of hydrogen, and he calculates that 
the speed of wa-res passing through 
such a medium Is not less than S94,- 
000 miles per second, which is 108,- 
000 miles per second faster than the 
speed of light, although In the Kln- 
steln theory the speed of light Is 
sometimes treated as the limit of pos- 
sible velocity.

makes small account of the Klnsteln 
theory, in fact does not accept tt el 
all, and insists upon the reality of 
the ether.

Murderers and Insanity. 
(Blrglngham A«* Harald.) 
Th* average American looks with 
alarm and disgust upon th* Increas- 
ing tendency toward **tabll*hlng in- 
sanity as a legal exoua* for murder. 
A man may dwell among and do bus- 
ln*u with his fellow* for •> decade or 
two without there being any suspi- 
cion of his sanity; but when for some 
reason or other he commits murder 
the immediate recourse of his attor- 
ney* is to try to prove that he is In- 
sane. Undoubtedly there have been 
murders committed by insane per- 
sons; but undoubtedly far too many 
persons have Injustly escaped pay- 
Ing the penalty by a false proof of In- 
sanity. It appears that the presump- 
tion Is all in favor of the guilty per- 
sons instead of the public which the 
laws are designed to protect. That a 
reform Is demanded by justice is ap- 
parent to the majority of citizens. 


In the case of the two youths now 
on trial in Chicago, there Is much 
talk of the millions to be'-employed In 
their defense, and there Is already 
an avowed program on the part of 
the defense to prove them Insane. Yet 
they have both stood very high in 
their collegiate 
classes, 
and have 
passed as sane among their associ- 
ates. Intimates and relatives. The 
attorneys for the 
defense do not 
know them to be insane, but they be- 
lieve that such' a plea is the best re- 
couse, and therefore will work to the 
end that It be established to the sat- 
isfaction of the court and the*Jury, It 
does not seem to matter that, accord- 
ing to reports of the confessions, the 
murder was Intelligently planned to 
the very minute and logical details, 
and that the youths have shown un- 
usual mentality, even though directed 
into channels that horrify the read- 
Ing public. 
The time has com* for a reform in 
the court procedure with a view to 
bringing the guilty to justice rather 
than to make It possible for them to 
evade penalties fixed by law. There 
is no intention of conveying the sus- 
picion that the courts are themselves 
influenced by money and family con- 
nections of defendants. 
Quite the 
contrary. Yet there is no doubt that 
the possession of money enables de- 
fendants to hire shrewd lawyers and 
to stage defenses ao elaborate as to 
be beyond the hope of those defend- 
ant* of less means. The court* them- 
selves are usually powerless to st*s*) 
the flood of evidence that Is arti- 
ficially worked up, or to prevent th* 
lawyers from taking advantage of 
legal quibbles or loopholes that de- 
feat the laws.

Before the war doubled and trebled 
the cost of living and brought about 
a corresponding Increase in Atlantic 
steamship fares, the American school 
teacher was a familiar sight in the 
capitals and countryside of the old 
world.

To Europeans she was a con- 
stant source of wonder and admlra- 


The war put an end to all this, for

Thus, it came about 
that during the last ten years school

It is understood that during recent 


years the demand for band Instru- 
ments from the various military or- 
ganizations in China has been negli- 
gible, though In Peking both army 
and navy general headquarters have 
very good bands which play Sousa's 
marches in the parks on Sundays. 


A fair amount of business Is done 


In banjos, mandolins, guitars, uku- 
leles, etc., hith both foreigners and 
Chinese. 
There is a good demand for sheet 
mussic In Hongkong, Consul Leroy 
Webber reports. 
Dealers 
report a 
marked improvement in this line dur- 
ing the past few years. 
The 1923 
sales were valued at approximately 
$5,000 gold, of which amount It is 
estimated that thirty per cent, re- 
presented dance music and popular 
songs and the balance classical, semi- 
classical, and band rnuslc. Practi- 
cally all of the sales are confined to 
the foreign residents of the colony 
and 
the more prosperous class of 


Chinese. Jazz music Is Increasing in 
popularity among the latter, which is 
attributed to the return to this dis- 
trict of large numbers of Chinese who 
have bcien educated In tho 
United 


States and Europe,

Satire On Woman. 


Dear 
Minerva: 
By comparing 


present day virtues and vices with 
those oC remote ages of the world, 
we feel either flattered or shamed. 
Anctent manners and customs show 
human nature in "her simplicity. The 
more we come downward to modern 
times the more we may observe her 
hiding herself in artifices and refine- 
ments; 
her original 
plainness 
at 


times lost under form, ceremony and 
(what we call) good breeding. 
Simonides. a famous poet In hts 


generation (about four hundred years 
after tire siege of Troy), shows by his 
manner of writing, the simplicity, or 
rather coarseness, of the aj?e In which 
he 
lived. 
His 
satire on 
woman, 


drawn from a fanciful supposition 
upon the doctrine of prc-existence, 
represents the souls of women as be- 
tn(? formed of concomitant charac- 
teristics which qompose particular 
animals and particular elements; and 
that their good or bad dispositions 
arise In them accordingly as such 
nnd such distinguishing traits pre- 
dominate 
in 
their 
temperaments. 


Simonides did not much trouble him- 
self about the decency of his satire, 
an expurgated copy of which fol- 
lows. 
"In the beginning God made the 


souls of womankind out of different 
materials, and In 
a separate state 


from their bodies. 
"Thp souls of one kind of women 
were formed out ot those Ingredient! 
which compose a swine. A woman o: 
this make is a suit In her house, and 
a glutton at her table. 
She Is un- 


cleanly In her person, a slattern ii 
her dress, and her family is not bet- 
ter than a dunghill 
"A second sort of female soul was 


formed out of the same 
material? 
tha.t enter into the composition 
a fox. Such a one is what we call a 
notable discerning woman, who ha: 
an insight Into every thing whethui 
It be good or bad. In this species u 
females there are some virtuous ant 
some vicious. 
"A third kind of women were madi 


of canine particles. These are wha 
wo commonly call scolds, who Imltat 
the animals out of which they wer 
taken, 
that arc 
always busy an< 


barking, that snarl at every one wh 
comes in their way, and live in per 
petual clamour. 
"The fourth kind of women wer 


made out of the earth. 
These 
ar 
your sluggards, who pass away the! 
time 
in Indolence and 
ignorance 


hover over the fire a whole winter 
nnd apply themselves with alacrlt 
to no kind of business but eating. 
' 
"The fifth species of females wer 


made out of the sea. These are wo 
men- of variable 
uneven tempers 


Hometlmes all storm 
and tempes 
sometimes all calm and sunshine. Th 
stranger who sees one of these 1 
h«r smilea and smoothness, woul 
cry her 
up for a miracle 
of goo 
humour; but on a sudden her look 
and her words are changed, she I 
nothing but fury and outrage, nois 
tind hurricane. 
"Ths sixth species "were made u 


of the ingredients which compose a 
ass, or a beast of burden. These ar 
naturally exceedingly slothful, 
bi 


upon the husband's exciting his au 
thority, will live upon hard fare, an 
do every thing to please him. The 
are, however, far from being avers 
to venereal pleasure, nnd seldom re 
fuse a male companion. 
"The cat furnished materials fo 


a seventh species of women, who ar 
of a meloncholy, forward, unamiab 
nature, and so repugnant to the of- 
fers of love, that they fly in the face 
of their husband when he approaches 
them 
with 
conjugal endearments. 


This species of women are likewise 
subject to little thefts, cheats and 
pllferlngs. 
"The mare with a flowing mane, 


which was never broke to any ser- 
vile toll and labour, composed 
an 


eighth species of women. These are 
they who have little regard for their 
hus'banda. who pass away their time 
In dressing, bathing, and perfuming 
who throw their hair Into the nicest 
curls, and trick It up with the fair- 
est flowers and garlands. A woman 
of this species is a very pretty thing 
to look upon, but very detrimental 
to the owner, unless It be a king or 
princo who takes a fancy to such 
a toy. 
"The ninth species of females were 


taken out of the ape. These are such 
as are both uply and ill-natured, who 
have nothing beautiful in themselves, 
and endeavour to detract 
from, or 


ridicule, everything which appears 
in others. 
"The tenth and last species of wp- 


men were made out of the bee; and 
happy Is the man who gets such a 
one for his wife. 
Sho is altogether 
faultless and unblamcable; her fam- 
ily flourishes and improves by her 
good management. 
She loves her 


husband, and Is beloved by him. She 
brings him a race of beautiful and 


rtuoua children. She distinguished 
erself among her sex. She is sur- 
ounded wth graces. She never sits 
mong the loose tribe of women, nor 
asses away her time with them In 
anton discourses. 
She is full of 


Irtue and prudence, and Is the beat 
ife that Jupiter can bestow on man." 
A motto by the same author *x- 
resses a sentiment which one often 
ears. It Is these two lines: 
Of earthly goods, the best is & good 


wife; 
A bad. the bitterest'curse of human 


life."

When this 
poet 


•rote his iambics, education and spc- 
ial privileges were exceptions to th* 
ule.

ay; are our women now Inherently 
Ifferent than then? 
Drawing a parallel between his own 
irlvate character and that of other 
icrsons, whether of his age, or of 
,ges that went before him, la apt to

virtue. It will serve to clear the mind 


£ prejudices and to promote fairness 
nd consideration In the judgment of

Many Of The Modern Women 
Of Today, According To a 
Mascu line Reader — Ru les 
Are Given Today For the 
Resu scitation Of A Drown­ 
ing Person—This Is Some­ 
thing 
Everyone 
S ho u l d 
Know. 
Satire On Women. 
Do.ar 
M inerva: 
present day virtu es 
By 
comparlm; 
and vires with 
those of remote aRes of the world, 
we feel cither flattered or sham ed 
Ancient m anners and cu stom s show 
hu m an natu re In her simplicity. The 
more we come downward to modern 
tlme.s the more we m ay observe her 
hldlntf herself In artifices and refine­ 
m ents; 
her original 
plainness 
at 
times lost u nder form, ceremony and 
(w hat we call) good breeding. 
Simonides, a famou s poet In his 
generation (abou t fou r hu ndred years 
after tire siege of Troy), shows by his 
m anner of writing, the simplicity, or 
rather coarseness, of the age In w'hleh 
he 
lived. 
Mis 
satire on 
woman, 
drawn from a fancifu l su pposition 
u pon the doctrine of pre-existence, 
represents the sou ls of women as be­ 
ing formed of concom itant c harac­ 
teristics which compose particu lar 
anim als and partlcu lnr elements; and 
that their good or bad dispositions 
arise In them accordingly as su ch 
and su ch distingu ishing traits pre­ 
dominate 
In 
their 
tem peram ents. 
Klmonldes did not mu ch trou ble him ­ 
self abou t the decency of his satire, 
an expu rgated copy of which fol­ 
lows. 
‘Tn the beginning Hod made the 
sou ls of w omank ind ou t of different 
materials, and In 
a separate state 
from their lK)dles. 
"The sou ls of one k ind of women 
were formed ou t of those Ingredients 
which compose a swine. A womiin of 
this mak e Is a su it In her hou se, and 
a glu tton at her table. 
She la u n­ 
cleanly In her person, a slattern In 
her dress, and her family 1s not b et­ 
ter than a du nghill. 
"A second sort o f female sou l wmh 
formed ou t of the sam e 
rtmterlals 
tha t enter Into the composition of 
a fox. 
Su ch n t» nc Is w hat we call a 
notable discerning woman, who has 
an Insight Into every thing w hether 
It be good or bad. 
In this species of 
females there are some virtu ou s and 
some viciou s. 
"A third k ind of women were made 
of canine particles. 
These are w'hat 
we commonly call scolds, who Imitate 
the anim als ou t of which they were 
tak en, 
that are 
alw ays bu sy 
and 
bark ing, that snarl at every one who 
ronjes In their way, and live In pe r­ 
petu al clamou r. 
“The fou rth k ind of women w'ero 
m ade ou t of the earth. 
These 
arc 
you r slu ggards, who pass aw ay their 
time 
In Indolence and 
Ignorance, 
hover over the fire a whole winter, 
and apply them.selvcs w ith alacrity 
to no k ind of bu siness bu t eating. 
"The fifth species of females were 
made ou t of the sea. 
These are w o­ 
men- 
of variable 
u neven 
tempers, 
sometimes all storm 
and tempest, 
sometimes all calm and su nshine. The 
stranger who sees one of these In 
her smiles and smoothness, wou ld 
cry her 
u p for a miracle 
of good 
hu m ou r: bu t on a su dden her look s 
and her words are changed, she Is 
nothing hu t fu ry and ou trage, noise 
and hu rricane. 
"The sixth species w-ere made u p 
of the Ingredients which compose an 
ass, or a beiist of bu rden. 
These are 
natu rally exceedingly slothfu l, 
bu t 
u pon the hu sband's exerting his a u ­ 
thority, w'lll live u pon hard fare, and 
do every thing to please him. 
They 
are, however, far from being averse 
to venereal j>leu su re, and seldom r e ­ 
fu se a male companion. 
"The cat fu rnished m aterials for 
a seventh species of women, who are 
of a meloncholy, forward, u nainlable 
natu re, and so repu gnant to the of­ 
fers of love, that they fly In the face 
of their hu sband when he approaches 
them 
with 
conju gal 
endearments. 
This species of women are lik ewise 
su bject to little thefts, cheats and 
pllferlngs. 
"The m are w ith a flowing mane, 
which w as never brok e to any ser­ 
vile toll 
and labou r, 
composed 
an 
eighth species of women. 
These are 
they who have little regard for their 
hu sbands, who pass aw ay their time 
In dressing, bathing, and perfu ming 
who throw their hair Into the nicest 
cu rls, and trick It u p with the fair­ 
est flowers and garlands. 
A woman 
of this species Is a very pretty thing 
to look u pon, bu t very detrim ental 
to the owner, u nless It be a k ing or 
prince who tak es a fancy to su ch 
a toy. 
"The ninth species of females were 
tak en ou t of the ape. These are su ch 
as are both u gly and ill-n.atu red. who 
have nothing beau tifu l In themselves, 
and endeavou r to detract 
from, or 
ridicu le, everything which appears so 
in others. 
"The tenth and last species of W'p- 
men were made ou t of the bee; and 
happv Is the man who gets su ch a 
one for his 
w if e . 
She Is altogether 
fau ltless and u nblameable; her fam ­ 
ily flou rishes and improves by her 
good management. 
She loves her 
hu sband, and Is beloved by him. She 
brings him a race of beau tifu l and 


virtu ou s children. 
She distingu ished 
herself am ong her sex. 
She Is s u r ­ 
rou nded w'th graces. 
She never sits 
among the loose tribe of w'omen, nor 
passes a\yiiy her time with them In 
w anton discou rses. 
She la fu ll of 
virtu e and pru dence, and Is the beat 
wife that Ju piter can bestow on man." 
A m otto by the sam e au thor ex­ 
presses a sentim ent which one often 
hears. 
It Is these two lines: 
"Of earthly goods, the best Is a good 
wife; 
"A bad. the bitterest cu rse of hu m an 
life." 
If Simonides were living In 19 24, 
w hat satire on women wou ld his fe r­ 
tile 
Im agination 
create? 
In 
the 
United 
S tates 
tod|iy women have 
benefits and privileges alm ost w ith­ 
ou t nu m ber; among other things they 
have equ al su ffrage. Inalienable con­ 
stitu tional 
rights, 
pu blic 
libraries, 
pu blic schools, state schools and col­ 
leges, private schools, Y. W. C. A.'s, 
and special statu tes and laws for 
their protection. 
W hen this 
poet 
w-rote his Iambics, edu cation and spe­ 
cial privileges were exceptions to the 
ru le. 
T hou sands 
of 
years 
have 
elapsed; bu t are the ten species of 
women not living and breathing to­ 
day; are ou r women now inherently 
different than then? 
Drawing a parallel between his ow'n 
private character and tha t of other 
persons, w hether of his age, or of 
ages tha t w ent before him. Is apt to 
sham e one ou t of some particu lar 
vice, or to anim ate some particu lar 
virtu e. It will serve to clear the mind 
of preju diced and to prom ote fairness 
and consideration In the Ju dgmant of 
the 
condu ct 
and the opinions 
of 
others. 
For no other reason do I 
su bm it this paper.

Jolts the w ater ou t of him. 
W ater Is 
tak en Into the stom ach and not In 
the lu ngs as popu larly su pposed. If 
the w ater Isn’t ou t of him when you 
reach shore, hold him u pside down 
and shak e It ou t. 
Lay down the victim at once. D on’t 
try to carry him to a hou se, even If 
there 1s one fifty feet from you .
